_ Lesson in Aid 


‘Pakistan was created by the 
religious fervor and strength of 


one man. He died. The fervor 


and the strength 
died with him.” 


Pakistan, a 
nation formed 
by the division 
of India after 
the British 


withdrawal, 
provides a per- 
fect example of 
what Chester 
Bowles means 
when he says 
this country must take a fresh 
start in its foreign policy—and 
that somehow the Democrats, 
when they take control in Janu- 
ary, must be statesmen enough 
to- bring about bipartisan policy. 

The welfare of the country and 
its future, he insists, requires 
they do this—and that they have 
the assistance of the President 
who, in this case, Bowles be- 
lieves firmly, must demand dis- 
cipline from his own party to 
that effect. 

It is true Pakistan was formed 
largely by one man—Mohammed 
Ali Jinnah. He died in 1948 not 
too long after the bloody civil 
war which occurred between the 
Hindus and Moslems. 

Without Jinnah there would 
have been no Pakistan. Perhaps, 
even, there would have been no 
civil war—costly, tragic, cruel— 
one of the great religious wars 
of all time. 


Like most strong men, who 


come to believe their strength is | 


somehow God-like and all-power- 
ful, Jinnah stubbornly founded 
a religious state in the 20th 
century. A thoughtful man would 
have known this was impossible. 
But strong men, however bril- 
liant (and Jinnah was that), not 
always are thoughtful. 


Economy 


Politics today may have re- 
ligious motives. But they are 
based on economics. When Paki- 
stan was founded in 1947 it had, 
as do all new nations, an im- 


mense amount of unreasoning. 


nationalist pride. 

Even Jinnah, betting on the 
unifying strength of the Moslem 
faith, seems to have overlooked 
the fact that his Pakistan had 
no basic industries and depend- 
ed almost entirely on cotton and 
jute . . . both in an increasingly 
competitive market. 

Later, when the fires of new 
nationalism died down, they saw 
the cold facts and began an 
ambitious program to industri- 
alize. But one does not, as the 
Russians have learned across 
more than.30 cruel, oppress!¥e 
years in which they have killed 
millions of their own people, 
quickly create an industrial na- 
tion out of a peasant one. 

Today, seven years after its 
founding, Pakistan is in dire 
political and economic straits. 
The Moslem League continues to 
terrorize in behalf of a religious 
state. But this does not provide 
employment; nor food or con- 
sumer goods. What is for sale is 
almost entirely out of reach of 
the pocketbook of the average 
Pakistanian. The new machines 
are without spare parts and, they 
cannot be imported because of 
a foolish law. Gasoline is short, 
though they are close by the 
source of it, and have some of 
their own if it were developed. 
It retails for a little more than 
$1 per gallon. Inflation is at 
work. 


Aid 

With fhis background we come 
to Bowles’ thesis—that aid as 
supplied by this country must be 
a partnership. Recently we 
granted Pakistan a loan of $105,- 
000,000. It was, though we did 
not say so, largely, though not 
entirely, a military loan. It 
angered India which claimed we 
were arming the Pakistanians 
to resume war against her. 
This aid did little good. Paki- 
stan is about to founder. She 
must have more aid. She should 
have it. 

But. according to the Bowles 
formula, it would be given only 
with this sort of proviso—‘'We 
want to be your partner, not 
your manager. You, yourself, 
know what must be done +o 
stabilize your currency, to prime 
the pump of your new industries, 
and to bolster your agriculture. 
‘Take those steps and we will 
help you do your own job.- We 
want you to be a free and inde- 
pendent nation along with 
others.”” + 


Pakistan, with her western 


rea separated from the eastern 


by more than 1,000 miles, and 
burdened by the old status of 
colonialism, is a country of great 
people. But the army, equipped 
by us, will not be much of an 
ally if the government falls and 
the nation descends into eco- 
nomic collapse. Much deperds 
on our new foreign aid policy.

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One Traffic Court 
For Public Safety 


A single court to try all traffic cases 
in the Atlanta area has received another 
endorsement. 

The executive committee of the At- 
lanta Bar Association has approved the 
idea; following by only a few weeks a 
recommendation by the Fulton County 
Grand Jury that the city be given mus~ 
demeanor jurisdiction in such cases. 

Currently, traffic cases are tried both 
in the municipal court and the criminal 
courts of the county. This dual system 
has resulted in considerable confusion. 
Lamentably, too, it has resulted in fric- 
tion between city and county that seems 
insoluble short of a merger of the func- 
tions of the competing courts, forced by 
public opinion. 

Spokesmen for the lawyers have 
agreed to the desirability of a single 
court. The September-October grand 
jury urged a single court also, recom- 
mending that the General Assembly give 
the Municipal Court the right to “try and 
dispose of all misdemeanor cases and 
particularly all traffic cases.” 

The last General Assembly autho- 
ized such a court for the Atlanta area, 

but the bill was vetoed by Gov. Tal- 
madge as unconstitutional. In its analy- 
sis, the Bar Association committee sug- 
gested several constitutional methods by 
which such a court could be established. 


Trial ef traffic cases is inextricably 
bound up with the complex problem of 
safe streets and highways. Constant 
wrangling between the City of Atlanta 
and Fulton County over which should 
mete out justice—and let’s face it—which 
should collect the fines, might provide an 
interesting show for students of politics, 
but does little to promote the cause of 
public safety.

Can anyone 
blame Democrats for resenting the fact 
that the GOP continues to malign and 
even question the loyalty of Harry Tru- 
man and Franklin Roosevelt? 


As for “cooperation” with President 
Eisenhower in putting over his progres- 
sive program, should the Democrats pro- 
vide the margin of victory for measures 
which the hopelessly divided GOP will 
claim credit for? And loyalty to the 
President is one thing, but no Democrat 
wants to claim credit for McCarthy and 
company. 

If the GOP insists on continuing to 
dish it out, they must be prepared to take 
as good as they send. If Mr. Eisenhower 
cannot achieve unity within his own 
party, then he and the party must ac- 
cept the consequences. The spectacle of 
a GOP Congress still at war with the 
executive even after the party won re- 
sponsibility for governing this country is 
not conducive to either confidence or na- 
tional unity.

West Europe Enjoys 
Its Best Year in 1954 


It is no secret that Josef Stalin in- 
tended to control all of Europe and Asia, 
leaving the United States completely iso- 
lated. It is no secret, either, that he 
would have succeeded except for certain 
countermeasures that have proved suc- 
cessful, 


First, we stood firm in Berlin and in 
Korea. We resisted the attempts to take 
over Greece and Turkey and served no- 
tice that no Red aggression would be per- 
mitted without resistance. We seized the 
initiative in building nuclear weapons 
and the means to deliver them. 


Secdndly;' we undertook a worldwide 
program of economic rehabilitation that 
is proving the greatest weapon of all 
against Communist subversion. In history 
the Marshall Plan may be credited as 
the vehicle through which Red plans to 
win the world through voluntary en- 
slavement was checkmated. 


Western Europe today is as prosper- 
ous as at any time in history. But for the 
Marshall Plan it might well have been 
engulfed by communism, But every free 
nation in Western Europe is enjoying its 
best post-war year in 1954 and most of 
them are setting all-time records in eco- 
nomic activity. The United States News 
and World Report reports that econo- 
mists in Paris jokingly suggest that 
Europe ought to launch a Marshall Plan 
in reverse to buoy up the United States. 


West Europe’s' productive power, 
helped by years of United States aid and 
technical guidance, has been restored 
and vitalized. It no longer has to depend 
on us. The 1954 recession in this coun- 
try had no effect whatever on its prog- 
ress. Plant capacity is at an all-time high 
and employment is reaching new levels. 


In short, West Europe is booming. 
And it signals the end of long years of 
fear and insecurity that the Communists 
used so cleverly. As it regains its mili- 
tary strength and economic health— 
through American aid—West Europe is 
also regaining its self-respect and hope. 
Ratification of the London agreement will 
be the climax to all other accomplish- 
ments. 


West Europe is becoming a full part- 
ner of the United States in the struggle 
against communism—the successful cul- 
mination of the farsighted policies that 
began with.the Marshall Plan. It is be- 
coming an increasingly important market 
for American goods that in time will re- 
turn in full'and more the cost of Mar- 
shall Plan aid.

Push-Button F actory Trend 
Stirs CIO Leader to Protest 


The introduction of so-called labor-saving machines almost always 
stirs the misgivings of union officials, and sometimes they have gone 
to fantastic lengths to oppose or nullify these industrial advances. 


Mr. Walter Reuther of the CIO now proves himself no exception to 
this traditional thinking. 


He is particularly concerned 
about automation — the term for 
recent developments which are 
making many factories increasing- 
ly push-button affairs. In his re- 
port to the CIO convention, he 
does not advocate that the trend 
be halted, but that the Federal 
Government step in with all kinds 
of projects and policies to guar- 
antee that the buying power of 
wages and salaries increases fast- 
er than the economy’s productivi- 
ty. 

Despite the fact that it is char- 
acteristic, Mr. Reuther’s alarm 
over automation is nonetheless 
odd. One would think the evidence 
is now so vast as to calm the 
fears of even the most reactionary 
opponent of mechanical progress. 

The evidence, of course, shows 
that increasing mechanization does 
not displace workers, but, on the 
contrary, creates greater employ- 
ment opportunities. The United 
States has the most mechanized 
economy in the world, yet its em- 
ployment has long since and by 
far exceeded what Henry Wallace 
used to consider the ideal of 60 
million jobs. 

The relationship is simple: In- 
troduce an assembly line into an 
auto plant, and you immediately 


multiply production and create de- — 


mand by lowering costs; more, 
not fewer workers, are needed. 


day’s more advanced techniques 
of automation. 

It is especially ironic to find Mr. 
Reuther worrying about this prob- 
lem of rising productivity. For one 
of the claims of organized labor 
to constantly-rising wages for in- 
dustrial workers is the workers’ 
constantly increasing productivity. 

But this growth comes not be- 
cause workers are working much 
harder each year than they did 
the year before; they produce pro- 
gressively more because they get 
better machines to work with. This 
is not said in disparagement of 
the workers, but it is a fact that 
ought to be recognized, especially 
by Mr. Reuther. 

Mechanization, moreover, has 
made possible another ‘trend that 
ought to give Mr. Reuther cause 
for rejoicing — the trend toward 
more pay for fewer hours worked.

All of this makes it a little dif- 
ficult to follow Mr. Reuther’s rea- 
soning that large hew government 
intervention is needed to soften 
the impact of automation.

Church's Concern 


Is for All Mankind 


There is a wonderful and expressive phrase 
in one of the books by Dr. Elton Trueblood. He 
describes Christians as representing ‘‘the fellow- 


ship of the concerned.” 


He said, among other things, that the early Christians 


were held 


together not by common social status or by a common education 
or by fear, but by a mutual concern for each other and by the 
message of Christ which their hearts clung to and also by their 
concern for the welfare and salvation of the world. 


The church means many things 
to many people. The church for 
one person may suggest grand and 
glorious architecture. For anoth- 
er the church may represent the 
noble and triumphant music or 
literature of the Christian centu- 
ries. 

For another the church may be 
identified with the peace and poise 
which comes through moments of 
silent prayer in the sanctuary. For 
still another the church may rep- 
resent social responsibility and 
Christian obligations. 

All of these are significant 
aspects of the church, but that 
which can best be identified with 
the spirit and character of the 
historical church is found in the 
word ‘“‘concern.’’ Church members 
are, of course, concerned with the 
welfare of each member. This is 
a concern for the physical as well 
as the spiritual life of each mem- 
ber. 

The church is, furthermore, con- 
cerned with the welfare of our 
world. The church is not an in- 
clusive fellowship whose members 
hope somehow to save their own 
necks despite the dangers which 
others must face. Rather, the 
members who have most com- 
pletely committed their lives to

God are those who most heroical- 
ly risk their necks to minister to 
the needs of the world. 


I think that we need constant- 
ly to remind ourselves of the two 
aspects of “‘the fellowship of the 
concerned.”” We need'ever to be 
aware of the needs of the brethren 
within the church and also of the 
needs of those beyond the church. 


There is something stirring and 
challenging about the groups of 
church people who sing and pray 
on street cdfriers;'for thdy ir théir 
various Ways are: acknowledging 
an interest in and a responsibility 
toward the world. 

In: other days many churches 
had two pulpits. The first was 
within the sanctuary and from that 
pulpit, Sunday after Sunday, the 
minister instructed the faithful, 
The second pulpit was a perma. 
nent structure on the curb in front 
of the church doors. There the 
minister was heard by those on 
the street who had never entered 
God’s Temple. 

That church which is concerned 
only with itself becomes narrow 
and bigoted and selfish. Growth 
in spiri and character comes when 
a church expands itself to include 
a concern for all men.

Measures Progress 


Now comes the comforting word that we in 
Georgia handed over to our state and national 


government during the past fiscal year the tidy / a 
sum of $929,305,000. This involuntary contribution was 


made in the 


form of taxes, and the sum represents $261 for each and every Geor 
gian, big and small, old and young, millionaire and pauper. 

The U.S. Department of Commerce rushes right along to say, 
“but many goods and services were received in return for the 


money.”’ 


The Department mentions pub- 
lic welfare, old-age assistance, aid 
to dependent children, the blind 
and the disabled, education, high- 
ways, health and hospitals, employ- 
ment security, and development of 
natural resources as among the 
avenues down which Federal funds 
come tumbling back to the citizens 
of the states. 


That list is concerned with do- 
mestic matters. The principal as- 
set purchased by our tax funds 
was national defense. Approxi- 
mately 80 per cent of the national 
budget is for past wars and for 
readiness in the event of trouble 
in the future. We all have a per 
capita interest in such tangibles 
as the new carrier Forrestal and 
the Nike anti-aircraft missiles 
ringing the Capital and other prin- 
cipal cities of the nation. 

If any Georgian has been worry- 
ing about the possibility he has 
not been paying enough taxes, he 
can forget that notion right now. 
The Department of Commerce es- 
say reveals we're right up near 
the top among the Southeastern 
states. 

The seven states in the region 
kicked in a total of $5,643,622,000 
in state and federal taxes during 
the fiscal period ’53-’54. Breakdown 
of this grand sum reveals the high- 
est per capita payment was $443, 
in North Carolina. (The Commerce 
a explain a heavy tobacco 


our very own state was in third 
position. Mississippi brought up 
the rear, nursing along a per 
capita tax of only $118. 

The Commerce Department 
points out that a lot of the tax 
money was used to pay state and 
federal employes and that these 
persons, in turn, went right back 
out and dumped the cash into the 
stream of commerce. 

The ability to pay taxes surely 
is one indication of economic well- 
being, and in this regard we of 
the Southeast section have room 
for self-acclaim. Taxes in the 
Southeast went up 90 per cent be- 
tween 1944 and 1954. We now are 
paying $2.6 billions more than we 
were 10 years ago. 

Since so many taxes (income, 
for example) are based on per
